Safety Cheek of Cars Before Winter

Sets in Pointed to as Trouble Spotter 


During the nation-wide vehicle 
safety check campaign conducted 
last 
spring investigators found 
that one out of every five vehicles 
checked was in need of mainte­ 
nance attention, it was reported 
this week by J. O. Musick, general 
manager of the Texas Safety As­ 
sociation. 
Musick said results of the cam­ 
paign have just been published in 
the October issue of Traffic Safe­ 
ty, a National Safety Council pub­ 
lication. 
“Car owners in this state who 
have not had their vehicles in­ 
spected for safe winter driving 
requirements should do so now,’’ 
he advised. 
"While the spring 
check-up is wise before a summer 
of increased travel, a fall inspec­ 
tion is essential to meet the haz­ 
ards of the coming winter season.” 
In the 1958 spring check of 
more than 3,000,000 vehicles, the 
major faults were found to occur 
in'the lighting system, brakes, ex­ 
haust, tires, steering and wind­ 
shield wipers. 
“Rear lights were found in more 
need of immediate service atten­ 
tion than any other item,” Musick 
said. 
He urged all car owners to make 
sure their vehicles are ‘‘ready for 
any winter time driving emer 
gency.” 
By so doing each motor­ 
ist will make an “important con­ 
tribution” to the state-wide acci­ 
dent prevention program. He will 
make his own community safer 
and he will be taking definite 
steps to assure his personal safety 
and the well-being of his family. 
Musick recommended that spe 
cial attention be given to vital 
winter equipment—proper lights 
adjusted brakes, strong battery 
tires with good treads, a defroster 
that works, windshield wiper arms 
and blades capable of clearing 
rain or snow without smear or 
streak, and an exhaust system 
that is functioning efficiently. He 


also recommended 
that 
North 
Texans or persons traveling to 
northern areas, carry a set of re­ 
inforced tire chains in the trunk 
of the car, for use if caught in 
unexpected snow or ice storms. 
“The motorist who stalls on a 
winter street or highway not only 
is in danger of being struck by 
another vehicle skidding into him 
— he is also likely to cause a pro­ 
longed traffic tie-up, causing in­ 
convenience to many fellow m otor­ 
ists,” the safety official concluded.

South Plains farmers still pre­ 
fer water to oil—if they have to 
make a choice—according to 
survey by Dr. A. W. Young, agron­ 
omy department head at Texas 
Technological College at Lubbock 
Recent restrictions on oil pro­ 
duction have reduced oil well in­ 
come to an average of $40 per 
well monthly 'n sn me iastances as 
compared to $125 monthly prior 
to restrictions. 
“If a farmer had one well per 
40 acres, it would provide an an 
nual income of $480 per 40 acres 
of land based on the $40 per month 
income,” Young said. 
He points out that the farmer 
with a well to supply an average 
amount of water can reasonably 
expect to increase his cotton yield 
by at least 330 pounds of lint or { 
3,000 pounds of sorphum grain per 
acre each year. 
The value of this increase in 
lint cotton would he $80 or more 
per acre or $3,200 for a 40-acre 
block. 
The increase in irrigated 
sorghum grain due to the water 
would have a value of $50 or 
more per acre or $2,000 or more 
from a 40-acre block,” Young said. 
He noted, how’ever, that additional 
production costs must be subtract­ 
ed from the gross income. 
“If the value of the income 
from the oil well is compared with 
the income from the irrigaiton 
well, one can see why the farmer 
with good soil and a good irriga­ 
tion well would be wise to choose 
water over oil,” Young said.

Cattle grub demonstrations that 
were conducted in the area in July- 
on the Olin Amerson ranch near 
Hamlin and the Woodrow Sim­ 
mons ranch near Anson were re 
checked last Monday to determine 
the effectiveness of the new' in 
seeticide 
Co-Ral 
in 
controling 
cattle grubs. On hand to recheck 
the demonstrations w'as Dr. R. O 
Drummond, entomologist from the 
U. S Department of Agriculture 
Experiment Station at Kerrville 
The following results w'ere found 
by the recheck: 
Amerson Ranch near Hamlin- 
Twenty-six cattle checked; 22 cat 
tie had no grubs. 
A total of IO 
grubs were found on four cattle 
These cattle had been sprayed with 
Co-Ral. 
On cattle that had not 
been sprayed with Co-Ral 16 cattle 
w’ere examined and 147 grubs were 
found on 14 cattle.

Safety Cheek of Cars Before W inter 
Sets in Pointed to as Trouble Spotter

inforced tire chains in the trunk 
of the car, for use if caught in 
unexpected snow' o r ice storm s. 


"The m otorist w ho stalls on a 
w inter stre e t o r highw ay not only 
is in d an g er of being struck by 
another vehicle skidding into him 
—he is also likely to cause a pro­ 
longed traffic tie-up, causing in­ 
convenience to m any fellow m otor­ 
ists,” the safety official concluded. 


During the n atio n -w id e vehicle 
safety check cam p aig n conducted 
last 
spring in v e stig ato rs 
found 
th a t one out of ev ery five vehicles 
checked was in n eed of m ainte­ 
nance attention, it w as reported 
this week by J. O. M usick, general 
m anager of the T e x as S afety As­ 
sociation. 
Musick said re su lts of the cam­ 
paign have just b een published in 
the October issue o f T raffic Safe­ 
ty, a National .Safety C ouncil pub­ 
lication. 
"Car owmers In th is state who 
have not had th e ir vehicles in­ 
spected for safe w in te r driving 
requirem ents should do so now," 
he advised. 
"W hile 
th e spring 
check-up is w-ise b efo re a summer 
of increased trav el, a fall inspec­ 
tion is essential to m e e t the haz­ 
ards of the com ing w in te r season.” 


In the 1958 
sp rin g check of 
m ore than 3,000,000 vehicles, the 
m ajor faults w ere found to occur 
in 'th e lighting sy stem , brakes, ex­ 
haust, tires, ste e rin g and wind­ 
shield wipers. 
“Rear lights w-ere found in more 
need of im m ediate service atten­ 
tion than any o th e r item ,” Musick 
said. 
H e urged all c a r o w n ers to make 
sure their vehicles a re "ready for 
any w inter tim e driv in g emer­ 
gency.” 
By so doing each motor­ 
ist will make an "im p o rta n t con­ 
tribution” to th e sta te -w id e acci­ 
dent prevention p ro g ram .

ta k in g definite 
steps to assure his personal safety 
and the w ell-being of his family. 
Musick recom m ended th a t spe­ 
cial attention be given to vital 
w inter equipm ent- -proper lights

th a t works, w indshield w iper arms 
and blades cap ab le of 
clearing 
rain or snow w ith o u t sm ear or 
streak, and an e x h a u st system 
th a t is functioning efficiently. He 


South P lains farm ers still p re­ 
fer w riter to oil—if they have to 
m ake 
a choice— according to 
a 
survey by D r. A. W. Young, agron­ 
omy d epartm ent head at T exas 
Technological College at Lubbock. 


R ecent restrictions on oil pro­ 
duction have reduced oil well in­ 
come to en average of $40 per 
well m onthly 'n some instances as 
com pared to T 2 3 m onthly prior 
to restrictions. 


"If a farm er had one w ell per 
40 acres, it would provide an a n ­ 
nual incom e of $480 per 40 acres 
of land based on the 540 per m onth 
incom e,” Young said. 


He points out th at the farm er 
w ith a w'ell to supply an average 
am ount of w ater can reasonably 
expect to increase his cotton yield 
by a t least 330 pounds of lint or 
3,000 pounds of sorphum grain per 
acre each year. 


T h e value of this increase in 
lint cotton would be $80 or m ore 
per acre o r $3,200 for a 40-acre 
block. 
T he increase in irrigated 
sorghum grain due to the w ater 
w’ould have a value of 
$50 or 
m ore per acre or $2,000 o r m ore 
from a 40-acre block,” Young said. 
He noted, however, th a t additional 
production costs m ust be su b tra c t­ 
ed from the gross income 


“If th e value of 
the incom e 
from th e oil well is com pared w ith 
the incom e from 
the irrigaiton 
well, one can see why the farm er 
w ith good soil and a good irrig a­ 
tion w ell would be wise to choose 
w ater over oil,” Young said.
